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III. An Account of the probable Confer of fhe 
Fain in Rheumatifms j as alfo of the Cure of 
a total Supprejfim of ‘Urine, not caufed by 
a Stone, by the ufe of Acids y as communi¬ 
cated by Dr. Edward Baynard, Fellow of the 
CoIIedge of Yhyftcians r London. 

T HIS IngeniousPhyficianwas always of the O- 
pinton T that the Pains in a Rheumatifm were 
not caufed front any Saline or Acid Particles in the 
Blood, &c. but rather from its Clamminefs and Denfity 
extending the Channels through which it pafles, which 
Extenfion produces thofe (harp and pungent Pains which 
Rheumatifmatick Persons fo generally complain of; for al¬ 
though the proper Coats of the Veins and Arteries lee nr 
to be indolent in therafelves, yet thofe thin Membranes 
which obfide them are moffc exqsiifite of Senfe, and full 
of Lymph&dufU, which being dilated and ftretch’d , 
caufe an Inflammatory Symptomatica! Fever, with con¬ 
tinual Sweats; the Blood being Glutinous and Seizy, as 
in Quiafies and Pleurifies, and all other Inflammatory 
Difterapers. The Fever being, increafed by the great 
ftore of Alkalial Corrofive Saks lodging in the Blood,, 
cauflng Tbirft, &c. and not diluted and walk’d off by 
Urine, which Urine is always thick, turbid, and high- 
colour’d, and almoft, if not totally devoid of any Sa¬ 
line Impregnations. To prove which, he lent fix Quarts 
of a ftrong Man’s Urine in the heighth of a Rheuma¬ 
tifm, to that Ingenious Artift Mr.George Moult, who 
Chymically Anatomiz’d it, and found not above the 
Thirtieth Part of thofe Salts, ufually found in fuch a 
quantity of the Urine of a found Perfon. 
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Another Experiment of Dr. Bayhard’s was this, viz. 
Mr- Bamifier,zn Apothecary in Old fijh-flreet, London, 
defired the Po&or to vifit a Servant of his, who for 
feven or eight days laboured under a total Suppreffion 
of Urine. Upon which, he fuppoling it might proceed 
from feme Stone fallen upon the Neck of the Bladder, 
bid him fend to Mr. Charles Bernard, an Eminent Sur¬ 
geon, to try his Catheter, which accordingly he did, 
but found not the leaft appearance of any Stone there, 
nor a drop of Water in his Bladder; whereupon the 
Doftor fuppofing that it might be the fame Cafe, of 
which that moft Learned Prelate, Dr. Wilkins, lateBi- 
fhop of Chefier dyed, caufed the Patient to take a quan¬ 
tity of Acids in a convenient Vehicle, upon which Se¬ 
cretion being prefently made, he immediately urined in 
great quantity, and was thereby reftored to his Health. 

The like Experiment was made on a Gentleman,^ 
Member of this prefent Parliament, by Dr. Baynard and 
Ik. Cole, where the aforefaid Mr. Charles Bernard had 
tryed the Catheter, and found it the Apothecary’s Cafe* 
who was by the ufe of Acids reftored to hisHeaith: 
And in feveral Cafes fince hehas-found it to anfwer with 
great fuccefs. 

In another Cafe where the faid Mr. Bannifter was con¬ 
cerned as an Apothecary, in a great Suppreffion of Urine, 
and after many Medicines given in vain and to no pur- 
pofe, he propofed Dr. Baynard’s Method, Which caufed 
the Patient to Urine prefently, and he was alfe fe- 
ftored to his Health.
